burned to death when fire destroy- 
ed the home of Wilson Long, 12 
miles east of here early yesterday. 


All of the victims excepting the 


invalid were asleep 
when the 


flames ravaged the home. 


The dead: 
Wilson Long, 46. 
Nancy Long, 78, his mother. 
Laura Long, 52, his sister. 
Helen Long, 17, a daughter. 
Leroy Long, 4, a son. 
Leona Ewing,.14, a guest. 
An investigation disclosed that 


the fire started on the first floor 
of the dwelling. It is believed that 
Long-s sister was unable to give 
an alarm due to her helpless con- 
dition. Indications are that burn- 
ing oil flowed 
over the down- 


stairs floor causing the flames to 
spread swiftly. 


The two women and the daugh- 
er, Helen, with her friend, Leona 


were sleeping on the first 


floor, while Long and his1 little son 
were upstairs. Mrs. Long was 
visiting friends in this city and 
thus escaped the tragedy which 
caused the death of all her fam- 
ily except two other daughters, 
Mary and Martha, who are nurses 
in a local hospitaL 


The four persons sleeping on the 


pound floor were apparently suf- 
focated by the smoke before they 
had an opportunity to escape or 
to warn the father and infant son 
upstairs. The body of Long and 
the baby were found at the foot of 
the stairs which led to the belief 
that Long smelled 
smoke 
and 


slarted down the steps. 


Tne body of the girl was burned 


l>eyond recognition until the body 
of the other-girl was removed from 
'he charred ruins. 


Neighbors first discovered the 


fire but Ihe wooden structure was 
entirely enveloped by the flames 
rnd beyond control. 


James A. Graham, a veteran of 


the Civil war, celebrated his 87th 
birthday anniversary Saturday. 


He was born just across the 


county line in Ross-co west of 
Kingston. He was a student at 
the old Circleville high school and 
when the war 
of the Rebellion 


broke 
out joined Company 
A, 


114th O. V. I which was organi- 
ed by John Lynch, then superin- 
tendent of the Circleville school 
and the first captain of Company 
A. 


Mr. Graham recalls on Sept 19, 


1862, 
flags were waving in the 


breeze in Circleville; drums were 
rolling; both young and old were 
greatly excited, bidding farewell 
to 940 young men, the cream of 
the community, who were leaving 
the camp grounds, southeast of 
the city, to make an 18 mile hike 
to ChDlicothe. 


Private James A. Graham strode 


along carrying a musket and the 
regulation army pack. They were 
a joyful lot then, more than 1,000 
alert youngsters on their way to 
war. 


TELLS OF HIKE 


He recalled the long, dusty hike 


to Chillicothe, 
then a 
train of 


cattle cars to Memphis, where the 
114th O. V. I. joined Sherman's 
army, ond moved on Vicksburg. It 
was bere with Sherman the Circle- 
ville lads learned what war was 
In 1863 he served in the Vicksburg 
campaign and in Louisiana 
In 


November, 1863, he embarked for 
Texas and served with the army in 
the gulf of Texas, Louisiana and 
Arkansas. 


He-was captured by rebels near 


Morganza, Oct. 13, 1864, while on 
a foraging 
party, and taken to 


Camp Ford or Tyler, near the 
countyseat of Tyler-co, 
Texas. 


Here he spent eight months in the 
rewttSjit-isiii. £te says the -prison- 
ers were subjected to the tyranny 
of a vicious cowardly commandant 
Prisoners were frequently tied up 
by their thumbs with their toes 
just touching the ground and were 
ironed and clubbed for the slight- 
est offense. 
Standing on stumps 


in. the sun was common punish- 
ment. As the stockade grew more 
crowded the sanitary 
condition 


grew worse, the food was poorer, 
fifth increased, vermin swarmed, 
and a great number of prisoners 
became sick and died. Dogs were 
used to hunt them down if they 
tried to escape, and if the dogs 
did not kill a recaptured man, ty- 
ing up by the thumbs was his pun- 
ishment or he was shot

First, we must insist on cleanliness, and direct 


the children in their personal habits. There are 
preventive measures that will go far toward 
keeping a child from "taking" a disease when 
exposed to it. 


Almost every contagious disease burins with 


a-running nose. 
When a child wakes up in the 


morning with a sore throat, running nose, fever 
and headache, keep him home, and in bed. 


In the early stage of contagious diseases you 


never know what particular contagion it may be. 
Take no chances, but keep the child apart from 
others to protect them from the contagion. 


A child should be taught to cover the mouth 


when coughing, or sneezing.
